when Mrs. Kress kept the dog quiet, 
“proving it could be kept quiet.” 

Norman S. Menifee, attorney for 
the deGives, introduced a physi- 
cian’s statement that Mrs. deGive’s 
condition was aggravated by sleep- 
lessness. 

Patrolman Dean Harris of the 
Menlo Park police department told 
of answering several calls from the 
deGives complaining of the dog and 
said he could hear the animal] from 
the street and from inside the de- 
Give home on those occasions. 

James Mack, attorney for Mrs. 
Kress, called on her son, Bob 
Kress, to deny the dog was a 
nuisance. Kress said the dog was 
a “symptom of a neighborhood 
disagreement” and said the two 
families had differences. 

Kress and his mother said the 
animal was kept as a companion 
and watchdog for Mrs. Kress, an 
elderly woman who resides alone. 

Mack submitted a _ statement, 
signed by 21 other residents in the 
1000 block on Ringwood, which said 
they never had been annoyed by 
the dog and described the animal 
as ‘‘one of the quietest in the neigh- 
borhood.” 

Councilmen were unanimous in 
an opinion the dog had not been 
shown to be a public nuisance. 
since no other residents complain- 
ed and that if a private nuisance 
had been created, it was a matter 
for civil action. 

The case paralleled in some ways 
that of Baron, the barking Dober- 
man, heard by council several 
months ago. However, in that in- 
stance, council made no decision on 
whether Baron was a public nuis- 
ance and settled matters when the 
dog’s owners agreed to find some 
means to keep him quiet.

Dressing Tables Can Be Center 
Of Interest in Bedroom or Bath 


By Ertta Haley 


ORTUNATE IS THE WOMAN 

who has a dressing table in 
her bedroom or bath for here she 
can primp to her heart’s content 
in her own domain. As for deco- 
ration, she can make her table 
frivolous as her mood, as sophis- 
ticated or demure as her person- 
ality, or as cheerful and pretty as 
she pleases. 

In bedrooms, most of the decora- 
tion is centered on the bed it- 
self, but if a change of scene is 
desired, the focal point can easily 
be changed to the dressing table. 
If you feel that something new is 
required, there’s nothing easier 
or simpler than a new dressing 
table motif. 

Lovely materials which are color- 
ful and pleasing are to be found 
in great abundance. -Sewing is easy, 
and the time it takes to convert a 
drab and cheerless bedroom to a 
gay and pleasing one is simplicity 
itself. 

The style of bedroom or bath 
usually dictates the decorative 
motif for the dressing table, but 
this is usually not too limiting since 
favorable effects are _ easily 
achieved without destroying bal- 
ance or unity in the room. 


If you’re planning to re-do the 
dressing table, make construction 
changes if they’re necessary. In- 
stead of having just a table top for 
jewelry boxes and cosmetics, in- 
vestigiate to see if you can’t put a 
show rack or some storage chests 
underneath the top. This may re- 
lease some extra, needed space in 
a crowded closet. 


Racks to fit dressing table sur- 
faces may be purchased or easily 
constructed. Sturdy boxes may be 
found in your own storeroom, or 
they may be purchased for a nom- 
inal sum. And, if you don’t have 
a dressing table but want one, it’s 
easy enough to construct one out 
of a board set on top of two sep- 
arate boxes, if you want some- 


thing simple and really inexpen- 
sive! 


Ma.ke Your Own Pattern 
For Table Skirts 


Since there is such variety: in 
dressing tables, it’s usually not 
possible to find a pattern to fit all 
types. However, there’s no trick 
to rnaking the skirt as it simply 
involves draping the right length 
and width of material around the 
top. 

Two basic measurements are es- 
sential’ before buying the material. 
Measure around the table top so 
you will know the yardage. All 


skirts are not covered all the way 
around. The skirt goes just past 
the sides and ends where the table

skirt is to be gathered or ruffled 
or pleated, you'll need to multiply 
the original measurement by two 
or two and one-half to get the prop- 
er fullness. 


The second essential measure- 
ment is the length of the skirt from 
top to floor. To this, add the allow- 
ance for the hem or casing at the 
top. 


Remember, too, that where sep- 
arate sections of the skirt meet, 
as at the center front opening, the 
figure or pattern of the fabric, if 
any, should match. 

Glass or mirror topping should 
be used for the dressing table be- 
cause of its ease in cleaning. If you 
have glass, it’s a good idea to cut 
wallpaper that’s used in the room 
to go under it, as this makes for 
unity and harmony with the room. 
If walls are painted, select a plain 
colored paper to match the walls 
to go under the glass. 


How to Finish Your 
Dressing Table Skirts 


For plain gathered skirts which 
are very popular, hem or finish 
the bottom edge as desired. A 
simple inch or half inch hem is 
used in many cases, while others 
have a ruffle attached to the skirt. 

The side edges should be finish- 
ed with a plain hem that matches 
the bottom. The top of the skirt is 
finished with a hem, but it should 
have twilled tape stitched to the 
wrong side so it can be attached to 
the table in the -easiest possible 
way. The twilled tape is stitched 
to the wrong side of the shirring. 

Skirts may be attached to the 
table by tacking through the tape 
with simple thumb tacks or even 
carpet tacks. Another way is to 
use wood snappers. 


An easy way to finish the top of 


the skirt is to make a narrow 


casing as one does for a curtain 
then run a cord and ribbon through 


it to gather for proper fullness.

Over the solid material, use a 
gathered skirt of organdie, net or 
other sheer. 

Swags or ribbon may be used to 
decorate the top edge of the table 
if desired. These should be tacked 
securely to the top edge with bias 
fabric strips or flowers. 

For other effects, box pleats are 
popular. Measure material to al- 
low for generous pleats, finish the 
bottom with a hem and the top 
with tape as for the gathered skirt, 
after the pleats have been stitched 
in.
